Make 25% Advance. 
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11FB AGENTS ENJOY A BANQUET. 


With great unanimity and dispatch the Chi- 
eago Fire Underwriters’ Association yester- 
‘day afternoon decided upon a sweeping ad- 
yance of 25 per cent in rates on mercantile 
risks. There have been increases in rates be- 
fore, but it was generally by piecemeal, and 
gach was the idea of most of the membgrs 
when they entered the board meeting yester- 
day. But with tne memory of recent losses 
and the fresh example of the Norton Bros.’ 
fire before them it required but a Tew ener- 
getic statements from H. H. Glidden, Chair- 
man of the new Schedule committee, to get 
all the members into iine. When they came 
to think about it they were all giad to increase 
their premiums, and the resolution went 
through without a dissenting vote. The meet-* 
ing adjourned at 12:40, and twenty minutes 

-Jater, or 1 o'clock, the new. order of things 
went into effect. ‘No chance was given agents 
or merchants to cancel their present policies 

_and reinsure for another year at old rates be- 
fore the increase could go into éffect. It was 
the deliberate intention of the association not 
40 be caught in this manner as it has been be-- 
fore, and it succeeded to a nicety. The insur- 


ance men themselves were surprised. 
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Approximately $150,000,000 worth of 
property is affected, chiefly in the down-town 
district. The increased rates apply to stocks 
and buildings in the territory bounded by 
Michigan street on the north, Halsted on the 
west, and Twelfth street on the south. Out- 
side of this territory the buildings are ex- 
empted, but the stocks must stand the in- 
crease. The entire territory covered by the 
association is comprised in the old city limits 
—Fullerton avenue, West Fortieth street, and 
Thirty-ninth street. Incidentally the auto- 
matic sprinkler received a boom, for 300 
risks equipped with this device are exempted 
from the advance in rates. Some of the mem- 
bers objected to this preference being shown, 
as the sprinkler already is given a credit of 
25 per cent on the regular rate. 


Continued Losses the Reason, 
The reason given for the action is the con- 
tinued losses by the companies doing business 
in Chicago. The underwriters claim no 
money was made last year, and that this year

years. The new one will conform to the new 
city building ordinance. The “effect of the 
schedule will not be to lower these rates 
but to distribute them. There will 
be extra charges on old buildings 
not properly constructed, and there will be 
reduced rates on others. It will amount in 
some instances to a 20 per centfincrease over 
last year’s rates, and in others 30 per cent. 
This schedule has been in the hands of the 
committee four months. With so many losses 
the companies began growing discouraged. 
Since Jan. 1 the Chicago losses will equal the 
gross receipts. We have taken in about $600.-. 
000, and paid out as much, Hard times af- 
fect insurance Companies a little more than 
otherinterests. It is Len that the unscrupu-- 
ous merchant must face either the Sheriff or 
the insurance adjuster. Generally he does 
not hesitate, but considers the adjuster the 
shortest way out of his troubles.” 


Increases Made in Other Cities. 

Holger de Roode considers the increase ab- 
solutely necessary. ‘‘The mercantile busi- 
ness of all large cities has been a chronic pen- 
sioner for many years ‘on insurance com pa- 
nies,” he said. ‘ Year after year the compa- 
nies have decreased the amount of insurance 
they would place on such risks. Besides, the 
Chicago rates have been too low. Within two 
years Boston has increased its rates on this 
class of risks 40 per cent. Milwaukee jhas 
increased them 100 per cent. Cincinnati has 
made a jump of 50 per cent. New York has 
alw been higher than Chicago. The in- 
surahce companies have simply been selling 
goods at less than the cost of production. 
They have barely met the losses.”’ 

©. S. Pellett of Pellett & Hunter said: 
‘“* Something had to be done and done quick- 
ly, and that is what we have accomplished at 
the board meeting. We could not continue 
in business at the present rate. Chicago has 
got to be like all other cities—a regular sink- 
hole for insurance funds. We did not want 
to make a small increase of 10 per cent and 
we could not have madeit mach more than 
25. I think the people will be satisfied with 
this increase And accept it without a protest. 
They have been vaguely expecting something 
of the sort. The business-men who insure 
their property understand that we have to do 
business at a profit as well as themselves, and 
the record of fire losses and the decrease in 
surplus of the companies show for themselves 
that we have been losing money.”’ 

Business-Men Object Strongly. 

Business-inen, however, express themselves 
strongly against the increase in rates. Inter- 
views with some of them follow: 

Arthur Hawxhurst of Marshall Field & Co. 
said: ‘** Thisissnap judgment. The usual 
way with the companies is to elaborate a new 
schedule. But that would take time and give 
notice. The result would be that every one 
would surrender his policies and take out pol- 
cies for a full year at thesame rate. 
board simply increases all rates 25 per cent 
and prevents sucha step. Well, I think that 
it is bad policy, even for the companies. It 
produces a feeling among the insurers which 
I know the companies dO not court. My 
opinion is that the reason the companies have 


not made any money fora year past is that. 
“they bave not discriminated wisely among 


their risks..--¥or- instance, the tateon Mar- 
shail Field &Co.’s ~wholesale warehouse is 95 
cents andon Nortpn’s manufacturing estab- 


| lishment, which is full of paints and oils and 


which burned down last night, only $1.15. 
The increase of 25 per cent is levied simply 
to make the good risks indemnify the com- 
panies for their bad risks. The change does 
not catch us with any pending policies and as 
to future policies we will have to take our 
medicine, that is all.” 

A. A. Augustus of Phelps, Dodge & Palmer 
said: “‘I think our rates were high enough 
already, and I know they were higher than 
the rates in any other large city that I know 
of. I knew the board recently had raised the 
rates in the manufacturing district, but I am 
surprised at this last jump. I regard it as 
unwarranted, though I know the companies 
have had a great many fires lately. It is also 

.to be said in ,their behalf that the hard times 

have campelled many merchants to carry 
smaller lines and pay less insurance. The re- 
sult is that the companies carry the same 
risks but receive smaller premiums. Well, 
the increase does not catch us with any poli- 
cies pending, as all of ours date from Dec. 1. 
My impression is that these rates are not per- 
manent,.but in a short time will be reduced.

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BLACKS A LOYAL EYE. 


PETER 0’FARRELL DEALS HIS OLASS- 
MATE 80ME TELLING BLOWS. 


Trouble in the Hancock School Over the 
Treachery of Benedict Arnold—Miss 
Anna McKillop, the Teacher, Tries to 
Impress a Lesson and Is Misunderstood= 
Parents of Two Pupils Hear That She 
Preaches the Equality in Glory of the 
Traitor and George Washington. | 


It was Johnny Hurton’s misfortune that 
Peter O'Farrell swung his right so swiftly 
that it landed on Johnny’s left eye—but, be- 
fore going any further, let it be understood 
that this is not the story ofa prize fight. It 
is a tale which could not be told had Benedict 
‘Arnold remained loyal to his country, or if 
bomb-throwing had not become a fad with 
Anarchists in France. Thus has history con- 
spired to put Johnny Hurton’s eye in mourn- 
ing, to arouse the wrath of his father, to 
threaten Peter O’Farrell with arrest, to dis-

turb the peace of mind of a schoolma’am, 
and to cause a whole lot. of trouble generally 
in the Hancock School. 

Johnny’s father had him transferred to the 
Coleman School yesterday. Then the father 
started for Englewood in search of Justice 
Hotaling, bent upon securing a warrant for 
the O’Farrell boy. And the end is not yet in 
sight. 

Johnny Hurton is a 13-year-old pupil of the 
Hancock. School, and lives at No. 4718" 
Princeton avenue, Peter O'Farrell is 14 
years old, and at least fifteen pounds heavier 
than Johnny. Both boys are pupils in the 
room where Miss Anna McKillop has been 
teacher for eight years. Since the day when 
Johnny accused Peter of *‘swiping”* a marble 
there has not been any Damon and Pythias 
business between the boys, and Miss McKil- 
lop has had them seated several rows of desks 
apart. One day last week the pupils of 
the eighth grade were taking what is 
known as the lesson in current news. 
They were considering the motive which 
prompted the crazy French Anarchist to hurl 
a bonib into a crowded café in Paris and kill 
four or five persons. In explaining that the 
bomb-thrower sought revenge Miss McKillop 
drew a parallel with Benedict Arnold, who, 
she said, becamie a traitor in seeking rev 
agaihst George Washington, and that the 
grace attached to his actions had rested ever 
since upon his relatives. .One of the pupils 
wanted to know more about Benedict Arnold 
and Miss McKillop gave a hurried sketch of 
the traitor. She said he was a brave officer, 
and Johnny Hurton and his next door neigh- 
bor, Claude Kay, thought-she said a great 
deal too much in favor of Arnold. ° When 
Johnny got home that evening his father 
wanted to know what he had learned during 
the day. 


Johnny's Father Makes Inquiries. 

** Miss McKillop was telling us about Bene- 
dict Arnold,” said Johnny, ** and shé said she 
honored him as much as George Washing- 
ton.”’ 

Thereupon Mr. Hurton wondered if his boy 
was being taught sound patriotism. He con- 
fided in Mr. Kay, at No. 4716 Princeton av- 
enue, and that gentleman cailed his boy 
Claude, and asked for information. Claude 
said he thought Miss McKillop said she hon- 
ored Benedict Arnold as much as Gén. Wash. 
ington, and that settled it for Messrs. Hurton 
and Kay. Last Sunday night a man called 
upon Miss McKillop, at No. 740 Matteson 
street, and under the guise of beinga reporter 
for Tue Trisune tried to secure an ac- 
knowleagment from her that she had made 
the statement attributed to her by the two 
boys. Miss McKillop made a denial. That 
night she lay awake until after midnight 
thinking. When her pupils walked into the 
room the next morning after» recess they saw 
a long list of questions on the blackboard,

Miss McKillop. The questions were as fol- 
lows: 

1. In speaking of a bomb injuring some of the 
bomb-thrower'’s friends why did I mention Bene- 
dick Arnold? 


2. Whoin the room asked who Benedict Ar- 
nold was? Or from what class was it asked? 

8. Whoin the room answered that he was a 
traitor? 


4. Did you ever hear me say that Benedict Ar- 
nold ‘was as honorable as Washington? 

5. In giving out parts for Feb. 22 did I include 
Benedict Arnold—that is, did lin any way show 
that I wanted him classed with Washington for 
respect? 

6. What did you tell outside of school that I 
said about this affair? State all. 

Answers to the questions were demanded at 
once by Miss McKillop, and forty-three pupils 
at once began to write. Johnny Hurton and 
Claude Kay reaffirmed the declarations they 
had made before their fathers, and the former 
named Peter O’Farrell as the pupil who bad 
said Benedict Arnold wasatraitor. All the 
rest of the pupils exonerated their teacher. 

No Grudge Against the Teacher. 

‘* Teacher called me up and wanted to know 
if [had any grudge against her,”’ said Johnny 
Hurton, in explaining. the’ cccurrences 
which led up to his getting a black eye, ‘I 
said I hadn’t. Then she wanted to know if I 
had any grudge against Peter ©’Farrell. I 
said ‘no’m.’ She sent me to my seat, and 
Peter O'Farrell shoved me—shoved me over 
the desk. Then at noon I went down to the 
basement. Peter ©’Farrell was there. He 
punched me in the cheek. He said: 

‘*** What did you squeal on me for?’” 

‘‘He ran out of the basement then, and 
waited for me on the corner with a whole 
gang. When I came along he jumped on me 
and smashed mein the eye with a * knuckle.

struck at me too. | 

‘‘ Miss McKillop didn’t hear Peter O’ Farrell 
say that Benedict Arnold wasa traitor. He 
poked his head down by the side of his desk, 
and didn’t say it out loud.

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WOMAN KILLED BY A COLLEGE PRANK. 


Chlorine Gas Introduced at a Class Per- 
formance with Fatal Results, 

IrHaca, N. Y., Feb. 20.—[Special.}|—The 
annual banquet of the Cornell freshmen to- 
night resulted in the death of a. colored 
woman, who served ag one of the dishwash- 
ers. The sophomores, as a climax of disturb- 
ance, introduced a noxious Odor into the hall 
where the banquet was being held. The odor 
proved to have been caused: by chiorine gas. 
The woman, whom it killed, had previously 
been troubled with heart failure and weak 
lungs. She was at once affected.and swooned. 
Physicians were summoned and tried to re- 
vive her, but without success. The banquet 
had been stopped by the odor and many of 
the students were overcome. The death 
of the woman prevented a continuance 
and the students left the hall _ for 
their rooms. It is| believed the chlorine 
was introduced into the hall by a resident of 
the town, instigated by the sophomores. » The 
disturbance over the event began late in. the 
afternoon, when the freshmen met.on the 
campus, 300 strong, and marched to the hall, 
guarded by the juniors. All were donned 
in rough clothing, expecting a_bat- 
tle, and they were not disappointed. 
When the sophomores chased them twenty 
special police joined in the fray.and arrested 
three sophomores. Toastmaster Clinton was 
guarded by the freshmen candidates for the 
crew, whom Coach Courtney had allowed this 
last indulgence until next summer. These 
occupied seats: of honor at the banquet, 
Several students were carried out insensible, 
A corps of physicians wassummoned. Prompt 
efforts were made to resuscitate the asphyx- 
iated students by the application of ammonia 
and stimulants. - Several —- were over- 
powered and others are almost wild with pain. 
The hall is in-possession of the police, who are 
ransacking the corridors and.side rooms to 
find the source of the gas. 


SHUTS THE BARBER SHOPS SUNDAYS, 


Michigan Statute Declared Constitutional 
«The “Jag Law” Is Invalid. : 

Lansina, Mich., Feb. 20.—[Special.]—The 
Supreme Court today confirmed the constitu- 
tionality of the act of 1893 providing for 
closing barber shops Sunday. The court held 
that the act contravened neither the Constitu- 
tion of this State, providing that no person 
shall be deprived of life, liberty, or property 
withdut due process of law, nor the four- 
teenth amendment to the Federal Constitu- 
tion. The opinion denies the allegation that 
the act is class legislation, as it does not in- 
flict upon individuals a more severe penalty 
than is provided for another like offender. 
Neither is it class legislation because it ex- 
cepts observers of the seventh day from its 
provisions, this exception having been recog- 
nized as legal in Michigan since 1846. The 
law is within the police power of the State. 
The court also filed an opinion against the 
validity of the so-called ‘‘jag cure” act of 
the last Legislature. This act provided that 
persons convicted of drunkenness could be 
permitted to take a course at some: author- 
ized establishment for the cure of the liquor 
habit, and upon showing that they had taken 
the course of treatment and obeyed the rules 
of the institution and promising to abstain 
for three months, the Justice should discharge 
them from custody. The court says the Legis. 
lature cannot delegate to private corporations 
the power to make laws for the discharge of 
offenders. 


HENRY 8. IVES IN A DYING CONDITION.

WARM WAVE DUE IN CHICAGO TODAY. 


Light Fall of Snow Is Followed by a Low- 
ering of Temperature. 

At 10 o’clock last night the thermometer 
registered zero. The Weather Bureau re- 
ported that it probably would get two or 
three degrees colder before morning. At 7

BUY BACK THE M’KINLEY PROPERTY. 


Purchased from His Assignee with Funds 
Raised by Private Subscription. 

CiEevetanD, O., Feb. 20.—The property 
which Gov. and Mrs. McKinley conveyed to 
trustees last summer, when the Governor was 
forced to make an assignment by the failure 
of a Youngstown manufacturer for whom he 
had indorsed notes, has been transferred back 
tothem. This result is due to the efforts of 
the trustees, Mr, H. H. Kohlsaat of Chi- 
cago, Col. Myron T. Herrick of Cleveland, 
and Judge William R. Day of Canton. When 
they received the trust they decided, without 
consulting the Governor, to raise the money 
with which to meet the Governor’s obliga- 
tions.

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BURNED BY GASOLINE. 


NINE MEN INJURED IN AN EXPLO- 
SION CAUSED BY A HORSE |” 


The Animal Sticks Its Hoof Through the 

Top of a Can of Oil and Scatters It Over 
the Men in Pat Ryan’s Horseshoeing 
Shop—Some Falis inte the Forge and 
Starts the Flame That Soon *‘Envelops 
Ten Other Horses and All the Men=— 
One Man May Die. 


In much the same way as did Mrs. 
O’Leary’s famous cow, a horse in Pat Ryan’s 
horseshoeing shop at Bowman street and. 
North Ashland avenue yesterday afternoon 
kicked over a can of gasoline, causing the 
probable déath of one person, serious in- 
juries to eight others, the burning of eleven 
horses, and .the necessity of shooting three of 
them to end their tortures.

TEAMSTER (name unknown), for the firm of P.

In Pat Ryan’s shop there were eleven horses 
at 4 o’clock and four men were at work. Two 
horses belonging to Gray, Clark & Engel, 
tanners, had just been attended to and the 
teamster was about to put on the blinkers. 
One horse shied and backed suddenly intoa 
corner where a gallon can of gasoline was 
stored away. The horse’s hoof struck the 
can and went through the tin. The horse 
tried to kick off the strange incumbrance on 
his hoof. It kicked the can against the wall 
and sent its contents flying over the forg 
Some of the oil fell into the fire. 


Explosion from the Forge. 


In an instant there was an explosion’ and 
the shop became enveloped in flame from one 
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the shop, being laden with gas from the flymg 
oil, burst into flame and set fire to the cloth- 
ing of the men and the pelts of the horses. 

A young. lad named Frank Bower was wait- 
ing to bring away a horse. His clothnmg was 
saturated with the oil before he could get out, 
and when the explosion occurred he ‘was en- 
veloped in fire. The air was stifling in its 
pungency and the smoke that resulted from 


the burning horse hair and the clothing of the 


men made it impossible to see what was hap- 
pening. 

Mr. Ryan, the proprietor of the place, was 
stooping in the act of examining a horse’s 
hoof when the oil was. spilled over his head 


_ and shoulders. He was badly burned. 


Bower Thrown Into a Snowbank. 


As soon as the men could - get to the door 
Bower, who was most severely burned, was 
thrown into a snowbank to extinguish the 
flames which were still burning his clothes. 
Bower was taken to the St. Elizabeth’s Hospi- 
tal, and his condition last night was so serious 
that only faint hopes were entertained of his 
recovery. 

All the horses, besides being badly burned, 
were blinded. T'wo of the animals belonging 
to Gray, Clark & Engel were so badly injured 
they had to be shot, and one owned by Gus 
Werner had to meet the same fate. Two of 
the animals belong to the fire station on 
North avenue. Two others were owned by 
the Mayville Lime company, and one each by 
Joe Baker of Wood and Ellen street, Richard 


‘Mee of North Ashland avenue, and Gus 


Werner of Milwaukee avenue and Paulina 
street.

‘ARNOLD’S BRILLIANT WAR RECORD. 


Gallant Work of the New Marshal During 
the Southern Rebeltion. 

“I am giad to hear of Arnold’s appoint- 
ment,’”’ said Joseph L. Day in speaking of the 
appointment of John W. Arnold of Lock port 
to be United States Marshal. ‘“ He. is ae 
as steel and one of the best natured, 
bravest, and closest mouthed men that 
ever lived. I ought to know, for we were 
comrades durmg the war and feilow-prisoners 
in a rebel prison for fourteen months. We 
enlisted together in August, 1862, in the Chi- 
cago Mercantile Battery. Arnold was in 
every one of the sixteen engagements the bat- 
tery took part in up to the time 
he was captured, one engage- 
ment lasting forty-nine days and 
another for nine days. We were with the 
Fourth Division of the Fourteenth Army 
Corps. After Jackson fell we were sent to 
New Orleans, 2nd from there went up the 
Red River, and April 8, 1864, we with ten or 
fifteen other boys of the battery 
were captured at Sabine CrosqRoads. 
With 6,800 other Union prisoners 
we were taken to Camp Ford at Tyler, Tex. 
There we were confined. 414 days, until June 
1G, 1865, when the end of hostilities brought 


us tardy-release. Arnold, after he had been«< 


in prison ten months, attempted to omar’, 
but was recaptured after being outtwenty-lve 
days. He and three companions got out on a 
pass I forged. He was the only man 
in the prison fF would have done 
it for, for I took my life in 
my hands in doing it. Arnold came out of 
prison with $4,000 or $5,000 in greenbacks— 
more than any other man in the prison. Ar- 
nold was. too good a business-man for the 
Rebs, who smuggled. tobacco and other stuff 
into prison to sell after dark, and always came 
out ahead, -he and his partner, Sam Parker.”

HESING SPEAKS OUT. 


RE WANTS THE POSTOFFIOE ON THE 
LAKE-FRONT.

Favorable Impressiun Produced on the 
Committee by the Earnest Tone of the 
Postmaster—Horrible' and Dangerous 
Condition of the Present Building 
Graphically Narrated=Tariff Dissen- 
sions Among Democrats Increase 
Bland’s Seigniorage Bill Still Blocked, 

Wasuinaron,"D. C., Feb. 20.—[Special.]— 

Postmaster Hesing cange out flatfooted today 

in favor of locating the proposed new Federal 

Building on the Lake-Front at Chicago. He 

had peen accorded a hearing before the House 

Committee on Publie Buildings and Grounds, 

in the course of which he adduced strong 


arguments for an improvement upon the pres- 


ent structure. At the conclusion of his sta- 


‘tistical data Mr. Hesing inquired if any mem- 


ber of the committee desired to question him 
further. Among those in attendance was the 
Chairman of the subcommittee which will go 
to Chicago on an investigating tour, In re- 
sponse to his request Chicago’s Postmaster 
was asked what were his views as to the loca- 


tion of a building. This was his opportunity, . 


and he took advantage of it to 
give a warm advocacy of the Lake- 
Front scheme. He. stated substantially 
that a site could be procured free from the 
State and municipality, and that the present 
site could easily be disposed of for upwards 
of $4,000,000. Under these circumstances a 
new building could be put up which would ac- 
commodate the postotiice and other public of- 
fices practically free of cost to the General 
Government. In his opinion upwards of 
$1,500,000 would be required for postal pur- 
poses, and the remaining $2,500,000 
could be utilized in fitting up appropriate and 
commodious quarters fur the Federal courts, 
customs offices, and other branches of the 
service. He was unqualifiedly in favor of the 
Lake-Front site, which would be more access- 
ible and commanding than the present Dear- 
born street buliding. 
His Pieading Effective. 

Members of the committee were favorably 
impressed by the views of Mr. Hesing and 
one of them, Mr; Cadmus of New Jersey, sub- 
sequently remarked that Chicago could not 
have sent a better pleader in behalf of the 
much desired public building. From the 
tenor of observations by other members of 
the Public Buildings and Grounds committee 
there is a decidedly favorable impetus in the 
direction of an appropriation for a new 
building. 

From the Capitol Postmaster Hesing pro- 


ceeded to the Postoffice Department, where 


he had a long interview with Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Bissell, and thence he was conveyed to 
the Treasury Department, where he hada 
conference with Secretary Carlisle. An ap- 
pointment had been made for this afternoon 
with the President and it was shortly after 6 
when Mr. Hesing’s carriage stopped 
at the White House. From that time until 
nearly 7 o’clock, when he started West, he 
was closeted with the President. At the Petn- 
sylvania railway station Mr. Hesing lingered 
long enough to say to the representa- 
tive of Tux _ te that nothing oecurred 
during his visit to the White House which had 
any bearing upon the failure to provide for 
Mr. Lawler, * The President volunteered no 
information on this subject,”’ continued Mr. 
Hesing, “ and as a Federal official I did not 
consider that [ hed any right to question him, 
Besides, all the nominations’ had been made 
before 1 reached the White House, so that was 
an end of the matter. My talk with the Pres- 
ident related more than anything else to my 
arguments before the two cuinmittees of Con- 

ress, and incidentally the name of . Associate 
Justice White was mentioned. Otherwise my 
interview with the President was confined to 
topics of general range, with the Chicago 
Pestoffice asa conspicuous subject. During 
my short sojourn at Washington I have been 
accorded the utmost. consideration, and l am 
going back to Chicago convinced that my 
mission here has not been wholly devoid of 
beneficial results,” 


Address of Mr. Hesing. 


After explaining that he had not come to 
Washington expecting to appear before the 
committee, and had not, therefore, provided 
himself with specific data on the subject, the 
Postmaster said to the committee: 


In 1873, when Chicago had but 350,000 inhab- 
tants and its commercial importance ranked pos- 
sibly ninth, not more than seventh, and its rank 
among the larger postoffices of the country was 
only the sixth, the pians for the present building 
were adopted and the construction commenced. 
If my recollection serves me correctly the build- 
ing was fully six years in the course of construc- 
tion, by which time the population had increased 
to more tlian 500,000 and the commercial im- 
portance had kept pace with the inerease in pop- 
ulation. At that time the entire tirst floor of the 
Postoffice as‘ was’ originally intended, and as is 
the case now, was used for the postal depart- 
ment and was sufficient. Shortly thereafter the 
marvelous growth of Chicago began, and her 
population increaséd at a rate of more . than 50,- 
000 per year between the years 1880 and 1880, 
until the census of that year (1890) gave usa 
population of 1,100,000 inhabitants, and placed 
us notonly second in point of population, but 
also second in point of commercial importance 
in this country. 

For your information I desire to say that the 
building in Chicago is different from the build- 
ings in other cities, for instance in Philadelphia. 
With us it is calledthe Custom-Houyse and was 
intended for all the Federal offices in Chicago, 
not only the Postoffice. Hence the courts, the 
Marshal’s office, th® Collector’s office, the Col- 
lector of Customs, the Subtreasurer, and the Post- 
master found quarters in that building, besides 
other governmental officiais. Since that time, 
however, many changes have taken place. The 
Marshal’s office, with the courts, not alone owing 
to insufficient room but on account of the 
dangerous condition of the building, are prepar- 
ing to move ‘out and will March 6 have new 
quarters and pay therefor the sum of $21,000 
rental perannum. The Engineer's office is not 
in the building and pays a rental, I understand, 
of about $10,000'a year. The great Department 
of Missouri, the military. headquarters of the 
West, are inthe Pullman Building, and l am 
told they pay a rent something like $30,000 per 
annum. . 

Sore Lack of Room, 


The basement-of the building. which was 
originally intended simply as a storeroom and as 
aplace for the machinery, has beens utilized, 
every inch of it, by the postoffice department. 
The building being under the control of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, it has often been ac- 
companied with the greatest. imaginable diffi- 
culty that the postoffice department has received 
such additional room as it required, for the post- 
office department is, as it were, in the building 
only by sufferance, and not the slightest addi- 
tional space ean be obtained or the smallest 
change made without receiving the consent of 
the Treasury Department. Later on, as the busi- 
ness still increased, parts of the corridor were 
caged in for the use of the stamp clerks and- for 
the general delivery department. Almost the en- 
tire sidewalk at the south end of the building is 
simply appropriated for the purpose of making 
room for our wagon dispatchers. The taking of 
this room is strictly illegal and onght not to be 
allowed by the municipal authorities of Chi- 


cago. 
While Chicago enjoyed remarkable prespptaty 
until 1890, its local boom, its phenomena 
financial growth, its remarkable increase in 
population, did not begin until that year, 1800, 
and today we are not only seeond in population, 
second in financial importance, second in the 
amount of business done, but we are second also 
in the volume of our postal business, second in 
the amount of matter handled, second in the re- 
ceipts of the office; second in the number of per- 
sons employed’ by the Postal Department, and 
first in the extent of territory covered by the 
vostal service from the central office. Our popnu- 
ation in the meantime: has increased to 1,500,- 
000 inhabitants. 

When the World’s Fair bill was passed there 
was at least sonic recognition of the needs of 
Chicago and an‘appropriation was made for an 
annex to the buildimg. That annex was intended 
for service during the World’s Fair. 1 entered 
upon the duties of. Postmaster on the Ist of last 
January and two weeks after I became Postmas- 
fer, or nearly three months after the World's 
Fair closed, the money-order and registry divis- 
ion of our oflice was moved into the annex and 
the carriers’ division ocecupied its new quarters 
last Saturday. 


Light and Air Excluded. 
_ While we are glad the annex was built, forithas 
given us some 20,000 square feet of additional 
working room, yet the original object for which 


Uf 


it was intended—namely: World's Fair purposes 


—WwWas not realized. While this annex has pro- 
vided a large amount of additional space it has 


shut out forever all light and air, from certain 


parts of the building, because it has been built 
around two sides of the building, thus making it 
an utter impossibility for any light or air to 
enter. My own office, for instance, as well as the 
office of the Assistant Postmaster, is compietely 
built around, and I have never yet seen & ray of 


light or breathed a breath of fresh air in, 


t room. We are compelled to. nse 
artificial light constantly in the rooms gevoted 
to the Assistant Postmaster and myself.” Then, 
too, the annex is so wretchedly built that a week 
ago yesterday, when asevere biizzard visited 
Chicago, not only through the windows and the 
ventilators, but through the very walls them- 
selves, and especially in those places where the 
annex connected with the main building, did the 
wind drive through with such fury that work was 
abandoned both ause it was utteriy impossi- 
ble to neat the money order registry depart- 


| ments, clerks being compelled to work with their

_ Shortly after I assumed control I requested the 
Commissioner of Health to send an expert into 
the building and make a thorough examination 
That report I sent on to Mr. McGann 
m you have heard of it if you 
t. The sum and‘substance of the 
report is that if any mercantile house asked its 
force to work under conditions similar to those 
required of the employés of the government in 
the basement. of the Chicago Postoffice the build- 
ing would be summarily condemned and the pro- 
prietors and owners of the building summoned to 
court.and The condition of that basement, 
gentlemen, I cannot describe—it simply beggars 
all description. Language is inadequate to do 
justice to a subject-so vile and nauseating as the 
condition of the basement of that building. You 
can imagine—-no, you cannot until you have seen 
it, but I will give you an opportunity to do so 
when you come to Chicago—how wretched, how 
uoheaithy, how positively sickening and cruel 
are these conditions in that basement. . 


Entire Lack of Ventilation. 


This basement never haying been intended for 
a workshop is simply used pow because there is 
not room enough anywhere‘else. It is aoe be- 
low the streét, below river datum, is not only ill- 
ventilated but not ventilated at all, there not be- 
ing one single solitary window or opening into 
the street. Itis not more than ten feet high, if 
that much. Hundreds of electric and gas lights 
are constantly burning, and as many as 300 men 
are at work at one time in this basement. A cer- 
tain percentage of the force is always sick, be- 
cause not only the sanitary arrdngements are de- 
fective and have beea condemned. but because 
light, which adds so much to man’s cheerfulness, 
as well as air, which contributes s6 much to 
man’s efficiency, never enter the workroom of the 
distributing department. Men are actually com- 
pelled to work where no human being ought 
to be for one moment allowed to remain. 
Men are compelled to stand at times often from 
twelve to fourteen hours breathing the er 
miasma of death and are expected to work wit 
an accuracy and ability that cannot be surpassed. 
No man, I contend, can do justice to himself or 
to his work if the quick action of his eye is inter- 
fered with by insufficient light, and if the rapidity 
of his movements are retarded bya feeling of 
lassitude and indifference owing to the continu- 
ous breathing of poisonous air. More than one 
young man has found his death in the basement 
of the Chicago Postoffice, and Uncle Sam must 
answer in more than one case to an unhappy 
family which has given up one of its members in 
the cause of the postal department. In one di- 
vision of the mailing department three persons 
working at the same case have died and doctors 
have attributed their death solely to the condi- 
tion of the quarters in which they worked. 

Employes’ Handicapped! | 

I honestly believe that at least 10 percent of 
the energy of our employés in the office is lost 
because of insufficient accommodations, both on 
account of lack of space and lack of working 


‘room, a8 well as on account of the unhealthy 


conditions of the quarters assigned to them, In 
view then of all these facts ought it not to be the 
constant study and the never-ending aim of the 
government to provide the very best possible fa- 
cilities at a place of the importance of Chicago, a 
placein fact of the greatest importance and 
upon which so many other Aninor offices depend, 
for it may not be known to you, gentlemen, that 
Chicago is the greatest distributing center in the 
world. Inno other country of the world would 
this disgraceful condition be allowed; no other 
government would be so utterly regardlass, not 
only of the wishes but of the sacred brittiéves 
guaranteed to the people themselves, 

As a matter of interest. personal to myself—and 
I want you to put yourselves in my position—is 
the fact that the bond of the Postmaster to the 
government is for $400,000, and that he is re- 
sppesns for every stamp and every envelope. 
What will you say when I tell you that I have 
spent some sleepless nights, and my cashiers 
many more of them, who are under a bond of 
$100,000 to me personally, that, because we have 
not the necessary vault room, case after case of 
stamps, envelopes, and postal cards are stored in 
the basement, and with no protection on earth 
around them except an ordinary wire screen? As 
a matter of curiosity I may say to you that, owing 
to the dangerous condition. of the building, ow- 
ing to the fact that every day or two a piece of 
ornice falls, and a new crack is discovered 
n some wall, and some keystone is loosened 
owing to the settling of the building, some doors 
cannot be opened, that the insurance companies 
consider my risk extra hazardous and that the 
accident companies will not insure me at all. 

The site upon which the present building 
stands is about 600x400 feet square, and is am- 
ply large, and ia the proper location to satisfy 
the postal need¥g of Chicago for more than a gen- 
eration at least, if a building were erected upon 
the modern plan—light steel construction—and 
adapted primarily and principally to the needs

NO HARMONY AMONG TARIFF TINKERS 


Bill Not Likely te Be Presented in the 
Senate Before March. 

Wasuineton, D, C,, Feb. 20.—[Special.]— 
Another week of tariff uncertainty! Under 
no conditions can the bill be got before the 
Senate till March. The Democratic majority 
of the Finance committee is paddling about 
helplessly in the puddle of its own making. 
It had licked the Wilson bill into shape, and 
radical shape at that. But it lacked the nerve 
to report the measure, witha lot of Demo- 
cratic Senators threatening to opposeit. So 
it will beat around for another week, and then 
maybe it will decide that the only safety is 
still in radical free trade. There is some 
basis for the sensational stories afloat about 
the excitimg sceaes in the room where the 
Democratic Senators have been hearing the 
objections of their colleagues, but these ex- 
citing passages occur on every tariff bill and 
do not mean a split. 

Members of the subcommittee explain that 
the trouble grew out of their allowing the 
printed copy of their work to be seen by 
Democratic Senators. They ought to have 
reported it to the Finance committee and then 
to the Senate without giving the kickers a 
chance to know the. details. Then they 
could have made a fewchanges inthe open 
Senate, where the complaints were well-found- 
ed. But they did not do this, and now every 
Democratic Senator is bearing down on them 
with some minor changes in the schedule 
which he wants fixed. This is woe enough, 
yet it is nothing compared with the trouble 
over the underlying prinviples of the bill, 
that is, over free raw material, 

Demands of Sugar and Coal Men, 

One report today was that the sugar and 
coal combination had shown itself strong 
enough to force“terms, and that there would 
be one and a half cents on sugar and an ad 
valorem duty of 30 per cent on coal, which is 
equivalent te 42 cents aton. The coal Sena- 
tors. have only been asking 50 cents, and if 
they could get 42 cents they would jump at it. 


. Some members of the Finance committee 


have been wearied into agreeing to grant this 
much, but not the controlling element. If a 
duty to that amount is put on coal the entire 
metal schedule will have to be changed and 
the bill recast in other particulars. The mem- 
bers of the subcommittee reason that if these 
difficulties become plainer the party senti- 
ment will assert itself and the attempt to fix 
a coal duty will be given up. | 

As to sugar there never has been any chance. 
of getting the duty fixed at one and one-half 
cents a pound. Millis and McPherson are the 
only Democratic members of the Finance 
committee who favor any sugar duty. but 
sume of the others might agree to one cent a 
pound, though they have not pledged them- 
selves to doit. Senator Caffery of Louisiana 
was said to be in a more-conciliatory frame of 
mind today. Instead of saying that one cent 
a pgs would be worse than nothing he has 
taken the giound that it would be a little bet- 
ter than nothing, and he wasn’t saying that 
he would vote against the bill if sugar had 
only one cent a pound. Sothat the promoters 
of harmony felt that they were makmg 
progress.

She became excited. * In 
her confusion she knocked down some 
chair or ornament which attracted the 
attention of the Masons, The tyler with a 
sword in one hand and a light in the other 
entered the room and found the girl fainting 
on the oor. A meeting was held in her pres- 
ence. Atfinst her death was proposed and 
seconded.

Strength fn the street railways was the 
early feature of the market.

INVESTIGATING A PENITENTIARY. 


Resolution That Will Cause a Sensation in 
- n Ohio. 
‘oLuMBUs, O., Feb. 20.—[Special.]—J udge 
Winn of Defiance will introduce ae the 
House a resolution that will create a sensa. 
tion at the Ohio penitentiary and throughout 
the State. For some time the air has been 
full of rumors concerning mismanagement 
at that institution, and the inhumaa punish. 
ment of convicts, clashes of authority be- 
tween the Warden and under officials, ail 
culminating some’ days ago in the resigna- 
tion of Chaplain Dudley. The resolution of 
Mr. Winn provides for a committee of five to 
investigate affairs at the 4Anstitution. The 
House enacted into a law one of Senator Eck- 
ley’s insurance bills, which changes the man- 
ner of securities required to be eposited by 
foreign companies for security of Ohio policy- 
holders. The present law requires United 
States bonds, but the amendment today will 
permit the depositing with the Superintendent 


of Insurance either municipal or county 


bonds. or interest bearing State bonds.

BOSTON UNEMPLOYED MAKE A DEM- 
ONSTRATION.

Compel the Legislature to Consider Their 
Petitions and Cheer and Hiss the Gov- 
ernor=Police Protection Found Neces- 
sary and the Mob of Fiwe Thousand 
Pushed Back and- Dispersed=<Mining 
Industry in Colorado Suffers a Relapse 

‘ Trouble Among the Coal Miners. 
Boston, Mas, Feb. 20.—The “ unem- 

pleyed * troubies in this city culminated in a 

demonstration on the Common this after- 


noon, which for a time threatened to end 
in a riot. Five thousand meu, hungry, 
ragged, and unruly, crowded into the 
State House and the “adjoining grounds 
and vociferously demanded immediate 


aid in their distress, The Governor addressed 
the mob from the steps of the State House 
and was quiecly receiyed and even applauded, 
although he Made no satisfactory answer to 
their requests. Anattempt was then made 


by the leaders of the demonstration 
to get a petition before the Legis- 
lature, which was then in — session, 


but the rules precluded this, and then things 
began to look serious. The rotunda was 
packed with a crowd of men who were wait- 
ing to hear the result of their leaders’ efforts 
te present their grievanees to the assembled 
solons, and when M. I. Swift. an avowed An- 


archist and the spokesman of the mob, 
appeared in one. of the balconies and 
tola them that the Legislature 


had refused to accept their petitions they 
broke into yells of derision and hisses of con- 
tempt. Swift leaned over the balcony railing 
and launched forth into an impassioned 
tirade against the legislators, who, he said, 
were too busy creating corporations to listen 
to the voices of the starving men. His voice 
shook with emotion as he denounced the 
treatment the -men had received, and 
his ominous threats to clean out the 
State House were received with hoarse 
sHouts of approbation. The brass-buttoned 
officials and doorkeepers seemed paralyzed 
with fear, and Gov. Greenhalge, who only a 
few moments before was mungling with the 
mob, wisely retired to the legislative cham- 
ber. The few policemen who had been de- 
tailed to take care of the crowd were power- 
less, and soon the police wagons from the 
nearer stations were flying through the streets 


leading to Beacon Hil bearing 100 policemen 
to the scene. 


The Mob Becomes Excited. » 


It was noticed that the rail against which 
the impassioned Swift was leani as he 
talked was very weak and that it might break. 
An officer was quick to apprehend an acci- 
dent and placing his hand upon Swift's 
shoulder warned him of the - danger. 
Swift stopped speaking, and the . furious 
crowd below mistook the action for an ar- 
rest and rent the air with curses and execra- 
tions upon the police. They swayed back and 
forth, and it seemed asif violence was to be 
uséd, but the speaker quickly assured his fol- 
lowers of the real state of affairs and the ex- 
citement subsided. : 

The laboring ‘men had in the meantime 
been sending in -more petitions with demands 
that they be read, and -the legislators - were 
more considerate. 

The agitators, however, had to be satisfied 
with a talk with individual members and that 

uieted them considerably. Meanwhile the 

ouse of Representatives had remained in 
session and. upon the advice of some of the 
long-headed members, considered the peti- 
tion from the mob. : : 

It was decided to appoint a committee of 
seven to meet representatives of the unem- 
ployed to consider ways and means for their 
relief. Speaker Meyer of the House sent a 
inessage to the crowd apprising them of this 
decision, and it appeased them greatly. 

A special detachment of ‘police arrived at 
the side entrance of the State House. , 
entered and: began forcing the: mob slowly to- 
wards the big front doors.

They also asked for State 
farms and factories where the unemployed 
might work and to appoint .a permanent 
com mission to attend to the wants of the per- 
manent class of unemployed. His Excel- 
lency read the petition and then went out and 
addressed the assembled crowd. He expressed 
sympathy for them and told them just 
what he could and could not 
do for them. His talk .- gave 
them no gatistaction and some hissed, but 
the majority applauded his remarks. The 
petition to the Legislature, after reciting their 
troubles, asked the State to commence opera- 
tions upon the proposed Cape Cod canal, to 
establish the commission mentioned, and to 
provide for State farms and factories. 


TROUBLES AT OTHER PLACES, 


Colorado Smelters Blowing Out Their Fur- 
naces—Coal Miners Ugly. 

Denver, Colo., Feb. 20.—The smelter 
owners have reduced their charges to the low- 
est figure in order that the mine-owners 
might continue production. In the Crur 
d’Alene district in Montana the mines are 
embarrassed by the low price of silver and 
lead and the miners are dissatisfied over the 
question of wages and threaten to strike on 
the properties that are in operation. The 
Creede district, where 200 tons a day of dry 
ores were produced last December, has drop- 
ped to one-half this amount, while other 
camps have fallen off equally as much. This 
state of affairs will necessitate the closing 
down of seven roasters at the Omaha-Grant 
works and the blowing out of five of their ten 
furnaces the first of the month. The Globe 
wiilrun only three of their ten furnaces at 
Pueblo. The Colorado Smelter will use only 
two furnaces and the Philadelphia six. The

MIX-UP OVER THE “LABOR GAZETTE.” 


Alleged Contracts Made by Miss Mary 
Kenny at Springfield. 

SpringrieLp, Ill, Feb. 20.—[Special.]—A 
number of State officials and department 
heads think they Lave been imposed upon by 
subseribing for the ** The Official Labor Ga- 
zette for 1893,” published in Chicago, Miss 
Mary Kenny, who claimed to represent the 
lilinois State Federation of Labor and spent 
most of her time here a year ago among 
members of the Legisiature, canvassed for 
the book. When Miss Kenny told the 
State officers the State Federation of Labor 
was behind the book enterprise no more ques- 
tions were asked. Miss Keany did not want, 
the cash but permitted the buyers of the book 
to sign a contract. All this took place last 
May. Nothing more was heard of the book 
until a few days ago Gov. Altgeld, Secretary 
of State Hinrichsen, Auditor Gore, State Su- 
perintendent Raab, and a number of others in 
the State-House received a letter which read as 
follows: 

‘* Dear Sir: We have this day drawn on 
you through the First National Bank, Spring- 
field. Ill.. tor $10, the same being for your 
subscription for the Official Labor Gazette for 
12893. Contract is attached to draft. Hoping 
you will honor the same we are respectfully 
yours, 
‘> Jonn W. Connorton Puvsiisnine Co, 

‘* Given us for collection .by Illinois State 
Federation of Labor. Book sent by Amer- 
ican. 

The same day the book came, It was a 
trifle bigger than a family almanac. It was 
encased in two cheap pasteboard covers, and 
its 165 pages, it appears, were filled almost 
eutirely with beer and tobacco advertisements 
and other reading matter of a similar char- 
acter.. In every case the draft was returned 
unpaid, and several sent back the book by 
the next express. One of them received . the 
following letter: oo 

‘Dear Sir: We-are in receipt of your 
letter as well as returned book. All that we 
can gay in the matter is. that we are acting 
as agents for the Iilinois State Federation of 
Labor in the. matter. We shali feel very 
sorry to have to return the book and contract 
to the. federation with the indorsement ‘ re. 
fused... Hopmg you may .reconsider this 
matter in favor of organized labor we are, 
yours truly.

* The Secretary of State bought one of the 
books for the State library, but it will be sent 
back, he says.

MAY EFFECT ALL TRADES 


Building Trades Couycil Appoints a Com- 
mittee to Take Charge of the Strike= 
Non-Union Carpenters Assauited After 
Leaving the Building—Strikers Con- 
duct a Stiewe on Military PlanseMen 
Work Under Guard of PoliceeLunch- 
eon Smugglied Into the Building. 

The Building Trades Council inet last night 
in special session at No. 199 Randolph street 
to consider the carpenters’ strike on the new 


Stock Exchange Building at La Sulle 
and Wahsington streéts. The session 
continued from 8 -until 11:30 p. m. 


Twenty-four of the twenty-six building trades 
of the city were represented. Many trades 
demanded a general strike. Some of the 
trades asked to be allowed to ‘strike because 


they were working under police and 
Pinkerton protection. It was finally 
agreed to refer the entire matter 
to a committee -of nine representing 


different trades. The-committee was given 
power to act. It will meet at 9 a, m. today at

lieved that this meansa strike of all the trades 
on the Stock Exchange Building. The mat- 


j ter ofa general strike of all the building 


trades in the city was exhaustively discussed 


-atlast night’s meeting, but no action was 


taken. It was made dependent on the result 
of the fight on the Stock Exchange Building. 

The non-union men on the new Stock Ex- 
change Building at LaSalle and Washington 
streets yesterday worked under guard and the 
strikers watched on the outside. At 4:30 
o'clock the marble and other trades unionists 
left the building, the carpenters coming last. 
A large nu r of . strikers congre- 
gated about t exit and jeered the 
workers as they appeared. Half a dozen 
policemen kept the crowd moving and soon 
many of the strikers were on the opposite side 
of La Salle street or in the roadway. When 
the brothers, George and Fred Lickard, ap- 
peared, the hisses were louder than - before. 
These men, head and shoulders taller . than 
those around them, chose the middle of the 
street and walked south. 


The. Lickards Assaulted. 


At Calhoun place they stepped upon the 
pavement and a striker jumped at Fred Lick- 
ard and struck him in the face. Both men 
slipped to the pavement and others started for 
George Lickard. The blow seemed to have 
been a signalto the other strikers. With 
loud groans the mob of nearly 100 men 
rushed upon the two carpenters. In the strug- 
gie.that followed the brothers were hurt, but 
not seriously, and several. men were trampled 
upon, The police charged the. mob with their 
clubs and succeeded in reaching the Lickards. 

The two men were heartily disliked by the 
strikers, who followed them to Arend’s drug 
store. e crowd staid about: the corner until 


it-was learned that the brothers had gone 


home under police guard. . 
Two ‘arrests Were made during the day, E. 
P. Garring and Albert Johnson being. locked 


| up at Harrison street for trying to persuade 
- non-union men from going to work. 


The features of the’strike during the day — 
were the sinuggiing of the non-union men 
into tha building and the siege carried on 


against them by twice their number 
on the - outside. The investment 
of the’ structure by the union 


carpenters was upon a more elaborate scale 
than at any time heretofore attémpted. With. 
headquarters at No. 167 Washington street, 
the-officers of the union moved their forces of 
offense and defense much as a general moves 
military. bodies in the field. A plat lay 


on the .table in the council room, 
and the foremen- of the ‘strikers 
acted as lieutenants and sergeants 


to carry out the orders oi their. superior offi- 
cers. Oceasionally an official of high degree’ 
would makea hurried trip over the battle- 
ground to see what points were weak and 
needed strengthening, but most of this kind 
of Work was carried on at headquarters. 


' The Siege Begins... 


_ The siege began at 7:30-0’clock and lasted 


until 4:30 in the evening. On all sides of 
the building were union men patrolling their 
beats as industriously as the policemen on 
duty. Word had been, passed around that 
there was to be no violence on any ac- 
‘hours , quietly 
one knockdown and = that 
early in the morning, Pickets were stationed 
around the building, on: the opposite streets 
ahd at the corners of all alleys and streets 
leading to the building. Each striker had his 
station and was relieved. regularly. by. new 
men from the council’ rooms: Fore- 
men carpenters acted as patrol  ser- 
geants and kept moving around the 
outer defenses to see that no one 
neglected his duty. In addition to the pick- 
ets who had “ stations’’ or “ beats”’ there 
was a force of strikers to act as emergency 
men. They walked about among the guaras, 
watched opportunities to get inside the build- 
ing so as to be near the strikers, and whenever 
a new convert was made or an old union man 
captured he was taken to headquarters. ; 
While the attacking forces were weil sup- 
plied with men and material, the defense 
made up in the ussistance of the police what 
it lacked in numbers. There were thirty non- 
union carpenters at work, each one having 
carried his tools under his coat, and each hav- 
ing run gantlet of guards 
in the early morning. Every one 
who claimed to »ve a carpenter was 
told to get his saw, ax, hammer, and square, 
put them under his clothes, and get inside the 
building as soon as possible. More tools w2re 
secured by messengers bringing them into the 
place in innocent lookwg bundles. 


_ Guards of Police and Pinkertons. 


Police guarded the outside and Pinkerton 
detectives the inside of the buildimg, while the 
chief employés of the contractors kept men at 
the doors. At 12 0’clock there was no lunch- 
eon for the besieged forces. Before i o’clock 
a big box filled with sandwiches and pots of 

‘coffee was smuggled into a sidedoor. As it 
disappeared into the building a number of 
groans and many hisses were heard from the 
strikers. The luncheon was served on the fifth 
floor, where it rapidly vanished as the men 
discussed ways and means of getting home 
after working hours. Several of the men 
boasted that they could get along all right 
and that they were receiving better treatment 
than they had expected. The intention 
seemed to be to keep at the work, which was 
that of laying flooring, so long as protection 
was afforded. .

Last summer Mayor Harrison ‘entered a 
protest against the vicions practice of the 
Aldermen in passing special assessment ordi- 
nances one monthand repealing them the 
next. He threatened to veto all repealing 
ordinances and for a time acted on his 
threat. This proved to bea check on the 
Aldermen for a brief time, but they went 
back to their old methods and Monday night 
Mayor Hopkins was obliged to veto 44 re- 
pealing ordinances. An expenditure of 
$23,000 had been incurred under the orig- 
inal ones. This large amount would have to 
be charged against some other improvement 
in the event of the repealing ordinances be- 
coming law. Mayor Hopkins did not believe 
this was proper and hence his protest, but he 
will have to protest again. Fifteen minutes 
after his veto was read and ‘sustained about 
50 repealing ordinances were presented to the 
Council in behalf of various Aldermen. The 
Mayor will have to veto most of these, In 
some instances Aldermen introduce and pass 
ordinances for improvements in order that 
property-owners may appeal to them for pro- 
tection and for repeal. The property-owners 
are thus placed under obligations to the 
tricky city fathers and the taxpayers have 
to suffer. But that makes little difference to 
the Aldermen. -If the rule proposed by the 
Taxpayers’ Association, which would require 
the petition of the owners of a majority of 
the frontage for an improving ordinance pre- 
vails, most of the objectionable ordinances 
will disappear.

They are familiar with his record as 
member of the South Park Board -and his 
long editorial labors and are satisfied he can 
discharge the duties of his new office. The 
people have approved of this selection. 

Mr. Frank Hoyne was Appraiser during 
Mr. Cleveldnd’s first term and was an efficient 
officer. Messrs. Phelps and Arnold are men 
of character and standing. No exception can 
be taken to either cf them. It may be taken 
for granted that the special object of nomi- 
nating Mr. Arnold was to rewsrd Senator 
Palmer for his vote for the confirmation of 
Mr. Peckham, but that will not detract from 
the efficiency of the new Marshal, 

The list sent in to the Senate. yesterday will 
be all the more acceptable to the citizens of 
Chicago because the name of Frank Lawler is 
not on it. There have been fears lest the 
President might give him something, although 
there was no reason in the world why Lawler 
should have been given anything except that 
Lawler—wanted something.

THE FINANCE COMMITTEE’S REPORT. 

Though the report of the Finance commit- 
tee submitted to the Council as the basis for 
the annual appropriation bill is a great im- 
provement on any previous report of the kind 
it is far from being perfect. The reductions 
in salaries rendered necessary by the financial 
circumstances of the city are on the horizontal 
plan. This necessarily preserves the inequal- 
ities of the salary list of last year, which were 
glaring and inexcusable. Under cover of this 
plau also many of the useless offices are main- 
tained. These defects will have to be reme- 
died. 

It is fortunate for this reason that the report 
has been submitted thus early. There will be 
plenty of time to discuss it. The Council 
Committee of the Whole: will have time to 
look into all the detdils and remedy all the 
defects. The public press will assist in this. 
The Mayor has power under the charter to 
revise the bill, as he can veto any item of it 
to which he objects. There is, therefore, a 
good prospect that the bill, as it will be finally 
approved, will be much superior to any ap- 
propriation bill hitherto passed. 

There should be a searching investigation 
into the management of each department, 
and wherever there is an item for: a useless 
officer it ought to be stricken out. The 
Finance committee did not go at this busi- 
ness in a whole-hearted way. It merely indi-

THE PENNSYLVANIA ELECTION. 

The returns from the eleetion held in Penn- 
sylvania yesterday indicate that Galusha A. 
Grow, the Republican candidate for Con- 
gressman-at-large to fill the vacancy caused 
by the death of the Congressman elected in 
1892, hasa majority over his Democratic com- 
petitor of over 135,000. Toappreciate the sig- 
nificance of this tremendous inajority it must 
be compared with that cast at preceding elec- 
tions. In 1888 Harrison had 63,700 more 
votes than Cleveland. At the elevtion for 
minor State officers held last fall, after the 
introduction of the Wilson bill and when 
there was a reasonably clear understanding 
what the effect would be, the Republican 
candidate for Secretary of State got 135,100 
more votes than the Democrat. That great 
majority has been exceeded now. 

The sole issue of the campaign which has 
just closed was the Wilson bill. The Demo- 
crats indorsed it in their platform-and de- 
fended it at their meetings. The Republicans 
denounced it in their platform and pointed 
out at their meetings the harm it had already 
done and the greater harm 1t would do, The 
whole subject was discussed thoroughly be- 
fore the popular jury and the verdict is a ma. 
jority of 135,000 against the tariff policy of 
the Democrats as embodied ‘in the Wilson 
bill. 

This is the deliberate verdict of the intelli- 
gent voters of the second largest State in the 
Union. The Democrats, knowing that the 
election would.go against them by an over- 
whelming vote, have endeavored to break its 
‘force in advance. One Democratic paper 


} says that the workingmen of Penusylvania 


‘are asa rule ignorant and degraded creat- 
ures and the slaves of their employers,”’ and 
that ‘free and intelligent American laborers 
are not to be found in large numbers in that 
State.”’

There the 
workingmen, being intelligent and Knowing 
what protection has done for them, roll up 
heavy Republican majorities. The** ignorant 
and degraded creatures’’ are the men from 
Eastern Europe who work in the coal mines 
and who vote the Democratic ticket because 
they know no better. It is unsafe to say that 
the anti-Wilson bill verdict of the Pennsyl- 
vanians is that of “ignorant and degraded 
creatures,”’ because as Pennsylvania is voting 
now so will all the Northern States and their 
manufacturing centers yote this coming No- 
vember when a new House of Representatives 
is to be elected. Itis not wise to attack in 
advance the intelligence of the entire body of 
Northern workingmen. ‘The vote against the 
Wilson bill in Pennsylvania was cast not by 
intelligent workingmer alone, but by intelli- 
gent farmers and intelligent clerks and rail- 
way employés. The same classes will unite 
this fallin all the Northern States in saying 
with greater emphasis what Pennsylvania has 
just said. If the Wilson bill were submitted 
today to the Northern voters it would be re- 
jected by millions. 


A FULL BENCH AT LAST. 

The long-standing Supreme Court vacancy, 
caused by the death of Judge Blatchford, has 
beef filled at last, and the court can now pro- 
ceed to hear arguments in and decide a num- 
ber of important questions which have been 
hung up because it. was most desirable that 
they should be passed on by a full bench. It 
is gratifying also to know that a young, vig- 
orous man, who is admitted to be a good 
lawyer, has succeeded Judge Blatchford, who 
was a man of such decided ability. It is true 
that the new Associate Justice is a Southerneg, 
and that. he was in the Confederate service, 
but it is.stated that he entertains no Confed- 
erate heresies. It is certain that this constant 
defender of protective duties on Louisiana 
sugar will not hold as a Judge that protection 
is unconstitutional. 

The appointment does violate the unwritten 
law about the geographical distribution of the 
Judgeships. By that law the, vacant place 
should have gone to a New-Yorker. But if 
there is any grumbling over this violation of 
the precedents it will be confined to New- 
Yorkers, and they must admit that they have 
lost their Judgeship because of the hostility 
between a New York President and the senior 
Senator from that State. There are many 
unexceptionable lawyers in the President's 
State, and it would have been easy for Mr, 
Cleveland to have secured the confirmation of 
any one of them. But he chose to engage in 
a needless and undignified controversy with 
Senator Hiil, and in that controversy he was 
defeated. 

He could after the rejection of Messrs. Horn- 
blower and Peckham have selected an unob- 
jectionable lawyer from New York, but that 
would have been too much of a triumph for 
Senator Hill and therefore the President went 
to the other end of the Union to pick outa man 
whose nomination could excite no controversy 
and whose confirmation was certain, He ought 
to have picked out a similar man last sum- 
mer, and he would have done so if he could 
have appreciated the fact that it is not digni- 
fied for a President, especially for one serving 
his last term, to pick a quarrel with a Senator 
even if he has good reason for disliking him. 

These faction fights in the Democratic party, 


. these quarrels between the Executive and some 


of the Democratic Senators have interfered 
with the public business and the labors of the 
Supreme Court long enough. The Republican 
Senators have acted during these controver. 
sies in strict accordance with their convictions 
of duty. Most of thern voted against Horn- 
blower and Peckham, hot because those two 
men were anti-Hill, but because they did not 
think they were up to the highest judicial 
standard. When an unexceptionable man was 
nominated they voted for him, as they would 
have done last year if given a chance to do so.

It is 
true that fifteen million galions of alcohol, er 
a thirteenth of the product, are used in the arts 
and manufactures, and that an increased tax 
would fall on the American manufacturer who 
us@s alcohol as a raw material. Nevertheless, 
whisky can stand a much higher tax than it 
pays now, but the difficulty is that that higher 
tax would not produce more revenue from the 
start, and it is now that the government needs 
revenue the most. 

The committee talks also of putting a duty 
of perhaps a cent a pound on raw sugar. That 
would be in strict accordance with the Demo- 
cratic platform, which demands that custom- 
house dutiessbe levied on non-competitive 
articles. But while the imposition of a duty 
on sugar, an article of such general use, would 
be intensely popular, the government would 
not derive at once a large revenue from that 
source. For in anticipation of the duty ail 
the raw sugar available would be rushed into 
this country. The importations would be 
enormous just prior. to the ‘day when the duty 
was to be levied, and for some months after- 
wards they would be very small. | 


The committee will find in beer, however, an- 


article which can be made to supply a large 
additional revenue from the very minute that 
the increased tax goes into force. Ifa dollar 
a barrel more is put.on' beer the revenue of 
the government will be increased $700,000 a 
week from the start,and as beer is not the 
raw materiai of any manufacturer nota cent 
of the tax will be paid by the industries of the 
country. The brewers and the middlemen 
will be able to stand the raise. Beer pays a 
25 per cént tax how, while whisky pays 700 
percent, The former can endure a .50 per 
cent tax. 

The government’ receipts from distilled 


spirits fell off very heavily last month as | 


compared to those for February, 1893. The 
receipts from tobacco dropped notably. 
Those from beer fell off very httle compara- 
tively. This shows that in these hard times 
the consumption of whisky and tobacco has 
been affected materially, while that of beer 
has been but slightly diminished. The hard 
tines have hurt the brewers less than they 
have the men engaged in any other industry. 


They and the middlemen have continued to 


reap the old excessive profits. As beer can 
stand up against the Wilson bill it can stand 
with ease a tax of an additional dollar a_bar- 
rel. Consumption will not be reduced and 
the government will get more revenue forth- 
with, 

So the Democrats of the Senate ought to 
show themselves wiser than the Democrats of 
the House by doubling the beer tax and pro- 
viding more revenue at once, 


THE MANCHESTER SHIP CANAL 

A paper published in Liverpool thinks the 
trade and commerce of the city at that port 
is not in such great danger from the competi- 
tion of the Manchester Canal as has been sup- 
posed. It admits the canal to be a fact, and 
a fixed one, but says there is a feeling that as 
a ship canal it will prove a huge delusion. 


It tells its readers that several Captains of © 


navigated its waters 
that they hope 


vessels-~who have 
have roundly declared 
never to be called on for a “*repe- 
tition of the achievement. It reports that 
the steamer Grampus was more than twentg- 
six hours on the road, and suggests that if 
passengers want to patronize the canal route 
they should carry with them a supply of some 
narcotic to enable them tosleep away the 
time consumed on the journey. Accidents 
have occurred because steamers in passing 
through the canal are obliged to move so 
slowly_that they cannot get steerage way, 


and the Liverpool paper says “the ‘general 


opinion of experienced ship-owners now is 
that the destiny of* this costly urtificial ¢han- 
nel is that of a huge barge canal,” the _infer- 
ence drawn being: that the use of these barges 
will increase the business of the port at Liver- 
pool rather than lessen it. 
It is hard to say how much of this is stimu- 
lated by jealousy, or to fight the pressure: on 
the Dock Board for the making of its charges 
less burdensome, or beth. Still it is not diffi- 
cult to suppose that the facilities for satisfac- 
tory transit on the canal have been exagger-. 
ated by its advocates, while in spite of that the 
improvement may turn out to be worth more 
Undoubtedly it will result 
in a lowering of freight charges by rail be- 
tween Manchester and Liverpool, and to 
towns within a few miles of the first named 
point. But thatisfar from being the only 
advantage, or even the chief one that may 
ensue from the cutting of the canal, That in- 
land waterway has thirty-five miles of land 
front on each bank, every foot of which may 
be utilized ere many years have gone by. 
Factories and workshops can be built and 
operated along the entire length, and at 
numerous points connected by railor other 
water routes with distant areas of the United 
Kingdom. It is not impossible that the 
canal will become the medial line of a 
broad band of industrial area stretching over 
its entire length, and causing the gradual 
abandonment of factory sites that are now 
busily occupied in some of the towns sur-

The saving in freight charges is sufficiently 
important to admit of long delay in the time 
of inoving che property by canal instead of by 
the rail route to and from the interior. The 
British Board of Trade Journal gives the fol- 
lowing as some of the present differences 
which constitute so much of relative ad- 
vantage to patrons of the canal route, minus 
the loss due to extra time consumed in 
transit, and it may be noted that the whole 
of this time is not lost, because 
against it must be set the time of transship- 
ment between vessels and cars at Liverpool: 
The saving is $1.67 on cotton, $2.17 on 
wool, $2.80 on sugar in loaves, $2.10 on ba- 
con, $1.27 on wheat, and $1.17 on lumber, 


2,240 pounds. The saving on wheat is 
3.4 cents per bushel of 60 pounds, an 
amount sufficient to -revolutionize the 
wheat trade of the United Kingdom over all 
the areas that would be affected *by it. Even 
if the Liverpool Dock company and the rail- 
roads make reductions agtregating one-half 
of these differences the remainder of saving 
will constitute an important argument in 
favor of a use of the canal to the full extent 
possible by manufacturers and merchants in 
the United Kingdom, as all of them are work- 


Fifty-first Congress, not being in the majority 
and not being responsible for legislation, to 
assail ex-Speaker Reed’s quoram-counting 
rule. It was easy for the Democrats in the 
Fifty-second Congress, having a tremendous 
majority and consequently no difficulty in 
having a quorum at any time, to con- 
tend that Mr. Reed's rule was unnecessary.

It may be that a clumsy 
rule will be presented providing for fining 
members who refuse to vote when their names 
have thrice been called, but as Mr. Reed truly 
says a good-natured House will remit the 
fines. 

Sooner or later the Democrats will have to 
come to counting aquorum. Their conver- 
sion will be delayed by the fact that they will 
be in the minority in the next House of Rep- 
resentative®, and while a quorum-counting 
rule willbe in force, it will be adopted by 
Repvblicans, But when the Democrats do 
regain the control of the House they will find 

‘that legislation will be impossible if they do 
not follow the example of the Republicans. 
They have learned so much from that party 
that they ought notto be ashamed to take 
this last lesson in the art of transacting busi- 
ness. 


Tue name of Ernest Camiilo Sivori, the 
violinist who died at Genoa Monday, was 
scarcely known to the concert-goers of the 
present time, and yet in his day he was one 
ofthe world’s greatest virtuosos. He occu- 
pied an exceptional position in the world of 
music, as he was the only direct: pupil of Pag- 
anini. He was born at Genoa in 1817 and 
therefore had reached the advanced age of 77 
at the time of his death. His earliest studies 
were had with Restario and Costa, but it was 
not until he met Paganiniin 1823, he,being 
then only 6 years of age, that his career was 
determined definitely. The eccentric master 
took a great fancy to the boy and not only 
gave him instruction but wrote for him and 
played with him, so that the pupil was thor- 
oughly imbued with the teacher’s style. He 
began his concert toursin his 10th year, and 

uring the next twenty years playedin En: 
land and on the continent with extraordinary 
juccess. In 1846 he came to this country 
and until 1850 gave concerts in the United 

tates and South America, creating a furor 
wherever he appeared. He returned to Eu- 
rope in the latter year and resumed his tours, 
but after 1864 he appears to have dropped 
out of sight. Sir .George Grove speaks of 
him as having a prodigious command of diffi- 
culties, like his master, but his tone, though 
silvery and clear, was a little thiv, and his 
style, judged by a classical standard, was cold 
and affected and with little real feeling—a 
peculiarity of many Italian artists.. He wrote 
some for the violin, but his compositions have 
little merit. He will be principally remem- 
bered as the exponent of the Paganini school 
of playing. 
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Tue fact that wages are falling in the United 
States as a consequence of the partial aban- 
donment of protection has not eseaped the- 
attention of the Canadian protectionists, who 
find in it naturally a strong argument against 
the free-traders of the Dominion.

But there has been no s#mpa- 
thetic reduction in Canada, for the simple 
reason that the Dominion Parliament has not 
the least intention of making those radical 
tariff changes which are contemplated by the 
American Congress. So the reward of labor 
in Canada remains unchanged, while that in 
the great country to the south of it is falling.

his hearers that the Canadian wage scale

BANKER BLAUT AS A FINANCIER. 


Additional Peculiar Methods Brought Out 
at His Trial.

George 
Paimer Le Grand Morton, who was a clerk jn 
the bank, testitied that the loan of $150,000 
to Director McDonald on Fort Wayne Elec- 
tric company stock was sometimes put down 
in the reports of the bank under the head of 
aggregate loans to directors and sometimes 
lett out. The defense examined several wit- 
nesses. It attempted to show that the issue of 
1,000 shares of stock to R. T. McDonald on 
the notes of the Fort Wayne Electric com: 
pany for $150.000 was a legitimate and reg- 
ular transaction. i

bave a loan of $150,000 made by the bank 
on the $200,000 collateral in the Louisiana 
Electric stock. He looked on it asa cash 
transaction, as the security was very 
good. Hesaid ex-President Cryder’s finan- 
cial condition had been very bad and the 
bank to protect itself had bought up his 
stock and reported the notes as assets in good 
faith, He posry announced that he had 
never seen the schedule attached to the report 
until it was produced in court.

Only One Formal Order Stands in the Way 
of Temporary Freedom,

AGAINST WAH LEE DISMISSED. 


Addison Ballard Will Report Actions of 
Patrolmen to the Chief, 

Wah Lee, a Chinaman arrested by Officers 
Creighton and Harris Monday on Twenty- 
second sireet, was brought into Justice Brad- 
well’s court yesterday. He was accompanied 
by Mrs. Maggie McMurray, superintendent 
of a Chinese Sunday-school; ex-County Com- 
missioner Addison Ballard, Mr, Dudley of the 
First Presbyterian Church, and W. H. Head, 
a theological student, who were present to see 
that justice was done. The officers testified 
that when they met the Chinaman he said to 
Creighton, **You insulted me and I’il have 
you arrested,’ whereupon they took him to 
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affairs until yesterday, when a report was cir- 
culated that the street car compuny would 
make no further attempt to clear the streets. 
Then the trouble began. 

The Trouble Begins. 

Mr. Voa Hermann, who owns a drug store 
on the corner, gave the street car men a little 
surprise. He hired fifty able-bodied laboring 
men, armed them with shovels, and ‘told them 
‘to report at his place of business at 9 o'clock 
yesterday morning. In front of the drug 
store was a pile of snow us big asa load of 
hay. The fifty men attacked the snow pile at 
9:05.0’clock and two minutes later, when an 
Indiana car came jinglhmg down the avenue, 
there was a pile of snow as high as the horses’ 
heads covering the tracks. The driver whipped 
up his team and tried to drive through the 
barricade, but the horses floundered hopeless- 
ly for a moment and stopped exhausted. The 
shovelers paid no attention to the expostula- 
tions of the driver and conductor, but kept 
hard at work until they had banked the snow 
up as high as the car windows and only quit 
work when the curb was clear. Then they 
turned their attention to the Thirty-first street 
line, which was treated in a similar manner. 
The first car was halted and half buried in 
the snow. Conductors, drivers, and passen- 
gers furned and raged. but all in vain. Not 
only the street cars were blocked but alli traf- 
fic on the street wasat a standstill. For sev- 
eral blocks in all directions lines of street 


driveway between the snow banks. 

The services of an cld magn, who was em- 
crossings clean, were called into requisition, 
and with a big scoop-shovel he started in on 
the Indiana avenue car and tried to dig it out 
single handed. Adozen men from the op- 
position force saw this and proceeded to make 
it uncomfortable for him. He started in with 
a benignant smile on his face, but in less than 
two minutes the sinile faded away as -shoveli- 
full after shovelful of snow fell on him like 
a deluge, covering him up to his waist. 
Finally, as one shovelful struck him square in 
the face and another went down the back of 
his neck, he luat his temper and made a 
wicket thurst with his shovel at the man 
nearest him, who, in return, let fly at the old 
man, and for a moment it looked ns if there 
would be trouble. Two or three officers made 
adash at the belligerents and. succeeded in 
quelling them before any damage was done, 

Conductor Gives and Receives Advine. 

Conductor No. 69 of the Indiana avenue 
ear becaine choleric at the delay and discov- 
ering Mr. von Hermann in the crowd pro- 
ceeded to tell him what he thought of him 
and his methods in no mild langusge. ‘ You 
ought to be ashamed of yotrself."’ he shouted 
in un angry tone, ‘* You're not only delaying 
the cars but you are keeping the passengers 
heré against their will. You, asa business- 
man, ought to know what it is to keep a man 
from his business.”’ Cries and yells from the 
crowd drowned any further remarks. ‘** Why 
don’t your company clean off the snow? Then 
there wouldn’t be any delay,”’ some one 
yelled and a chorus of voices shouted, ** Yes. 
clean off the snow.”” The conductor retired 
hurriedly to his car. The wreck wagon had 
been telephoned for in the meantime and two 
of them arrived at this point loaded with rail- 
road employés and shovels. A wagon was at- 
tached to the Indiana avenue car and another 
to the Thirty.first street. car and several ef- 
forts were made. to pull them off the snow 
piles. But the cars refused to move an inch 
and the street car employés started in 
to taxe the snow from under the wheels. 
Von Hermann collected his meu together and 
in a few minutes the air was full of flying 
snow and swinging shovels. As fast as the 
snow was thrown from the tracks by thestreet 
car men it was shoveled baek by the drug- 
gists’ impromptu snow brigade, and neither 
siae made any noticeatle progress for several! 
minutes. The crowd, which bad by this t#me 
increased to such an extent as to blockade 
both the streets and sidewalks, enjoyed huge- 
ly this novel fight. The people evidently 
sided with the plucky druggist and directed 
remarks at the company’s men that were not 
calculated to put them in a good humor. The 
men were tired and angry and it needed but 
little more provocation to precipitate a gen- 
eral fight. The presence of the officers was 
the only thing that prevented the opposing 
forces from coming in contact with each 
other. As it was it became a difficult matter 
to keep some of the men from coming tu 
blows.

With perseverance and the assistance of the 
wreck wagons the Indiana avenué car was 
finaliy disiodged and sent on its journey amid 
the jeers of the crowd.

Washington News: Few people realize how 
generally Senators and Representatives live in 
hotels and boarding-houses when they come to 
Washington. Comparatively few go to the trou- 
ble and expense of making a permanent home 
for themseives and families here, aithough most 
of their time is spent atthe capital.’ In fact, a 
very large number of the people's representa- 
tives are not accompanied by their wives and 
families at all. : 

Of the eighty-five Senators in Washington at 
the present time thirty-five live in hotels and a 
large number of the balance occupy quarters in 
boarding-houses. Fifty-six of the Senators are 
poopanpeniad by their wives and twenty-five have 
their daughters as members of their households. 

. There are 356 Representatives and four Dele- 
gates in Congress, and of this number 179 are 
satisfied to make their home in hotels, while a 
large number of others resort to the time-honored 

ing-house for all the comforts of home. Of 
the Representatives and Delegates 201 have 
their wives with them and fifty-seven are also 
attended by their daughters. The reason that gen- 
erally prevaiisforresortingto hoteis and board- 
ing-houses is the economical view of the question, 
notwithstanding the fact that the hostelries of 
ashington are so justly celebrated for their 
homelike character. Not only is the cost of

Gov. Rich Will Not Appoint Their Suc- 
cessors Until the Supreme Court Has 
Passed on His Right to Depose Them= 
Testimony Before the Grand Jury at 
Leniing=Meeting of Chiefs of Police at 
Bloomington, 1i1.—General News from 
the Northwest. 

Lansinec, Mich., Feb. 20.—[Special.]—It 
will be fully three weeks, before Michigan has 
any new State officers, and it will have none 
then unless the Supreme Court upholds the 
Governor's action in removing the derelict 
inembers uf the Board of Canvassers. Acting 
on the advice of his counsel, who concluded 
that such action was unnecessary to the deter- 
mination of the question as to the Governor's 
power to remove, the latter decided today to 
abandon bis plan to mage his appointments 
At once and have the appointees commence 
quo warranto proceedings against the behead - 
ed officials, who refuse to vacate their offices. 
The case. it has been decided. can be brought 
before the court by instituting such proceed- 
ings in the name of the Attorney-General, and 
this course, by the consent of all parties, will 
re pursued, As previously arranged the mat- 
ter will be submitted March 6. Should the 
court sustain the Governor the vacancies will 
then be filled. 

Washington Gardner of Albion, who. is 
slated for Secretary of State, had a brief con- 
ference with Gov, Rich today, and it is be- 
lieved he was formally tendered the appoint- 
ment, although this could not be affirmed. 

Secretary of State Jochem was not present 
at yesterday’s hearing and did not reach 
Lansing uztil this morning.: He was at once 
seryed with a copy of the Governor's order of 
remoyal by Priyate Secretary Loomis. 

The event of the day in grand jury circles 
was the reappearahce of ex-Clerk Warren, 
who assisted Potter in making the canvass of 
1803. Like Potter, he appeared voluntarily, 
not having been summoned by the prosecutor, 
He was accompanied by his father, and says 
he has no confession to make nor any_lnpor- 
tant information to impart, simply desiring 
to tell the jury a few things suggested by tes- 
timony given since he testified last. 

Thirteen other witnesses were examined to- 
day. They .were A. W. O’Keefe of Port Hu- 
ron and Thomas Farrell of Detroit, Jegisla- 
tive clerks in 1893; J. P. Murray of Flint 
ana James Murray of Big Rapids, Senate jan- 
itors: Clerk Jackson of the Board of Audit- 
ors, Deputy Land Commissioner Cameron, 
Bookkeeper Morris, and Clerks Humphrey 
and Ennis of the Auditor-General’s office, and 
Mail-Carrier Westerlund and Miss Towne of 
the State Department. Prosecutor Gardner 
departed from his usual custom and exacted 
from each witness a positive promise not to 
divulge the nature of his testimony. Ex-Clerk 
Potter and other witnesses, Whose identity the 
prosecutor will not reveal, will be examined 
tomorrow. 

The case brought by the Governor to com- 
pel a recanvass of the vote on the amendment 
of 1891 increasing the Attorney-General’s 
salary was argued and submitted in the Su- 
preme Court today. Court has adjourned un- 
tit Tuesday next, when it is expected an opin- 
ion will be filed.

CHIEFS OF POLICE IN SESSION. 


Maj. McClaughry § Discusses the Police 
Systems Now in Force. 

Bioominerton, Ill., Feb. 20.—[Special. }— 
The four days’ convention of the Chiefs of 
Police of Illinois called under the authority 
of the National Association of Police Chiefs 
assembled fifty strong at the Grand Opera- 
House this afternoon. The meeting was a 
public one, and there was a large audience 
present, including many ladies. The 
meeting was presided over by 
Ald. -Maxweli, Chairman of the Po- 
lice committee. Mayor Foster deliy- 
ered a brief speech of welcome, to which re- 
sponse was made by Maj. R. W. McClaughry, 
formerly Chief of Police of Chicago. Mr. 
McClaughry reviewed the origin and the de- 
velopment of the police system, the obstacles 
to further development and iinprovement, and 
the objects desired to be obtained by organi- 
zation. He graphically depicted the mani- 
fold, difficult, and dangerous duties of the 
policeman, attacked newspapers, and said: 

‘*In the discharge of his duty an officer 
must, as a rule, act alone on his own respon- 
sibility. Hedeals with a class of persons 
who in most cases are enemies of the law of 
which he is the representative, and who are 
ever ready with false witnesses and unscru- 
pulous counsel to digpute his statements in 
court and by every possible means thwart his 
attempt to bring guilty parties to justice.” 

At the close of Maj. McClaughry’s address 
speeches were made by Judge Tipton, Ed- 
mund ©O’Connell, and John J. Pitts. Tonight 
the chiefs were part of a large audience at 
the Grand to hear an address on Abraham 
Lincoln by the Hon, Isaac N. Phillips of this 
city. 


ACQUITTED ON ONE MURDER CHARGE, 


Dr. Lawrence Remanded at Springfield to 
Be Tried for a Second. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Feb, 20.—[Speciai. }— 
The tnal of Dr. John H. Lawrence of this 
city on the charge of cavsing the death of 
Emma Stegmann ended this evening in a ver. 
dict of not guilty. The jury reached a decis- 
ion in twenty minutes. It was understood the 
first ballot stood eleven for acquittal, and the 
second ballot was unanimous for acquittal. 
Young Ben Fexmer was recently convicted of 
manslaughter in having caused the death of 
Emma Stegmann by procuring Dr. Lawrence’s 
professional aid and givena sentence of ten 
years in the penitentiary. Dr. Lawrence is 
under indictment charged with the murder of 
Minnie Eagan inthe same way. and was re- 
manded to jail to await trial on that charge. , 
_ Attorney-General Moloney Will file in the 
Cireuit Court of Coles County a bill for a re- 
ceiver for the Masonic Benevolent Associa- 
tion of Central lilinois of Mattoon. It is al- 
leged that the associ:tion is insolvent and a 
receiver is asked on that ground. An exam- 
ination into its affairs was recently made by 
the Insurance department and it was found 
that the cash and available assets umount to 
$11,101, with death losses adjusted and not 
paid amounting to $84,981, unadjusted losses 
$37,000, and resisted claims $2,350, Last 
December an assessment of $46 was made 
upon each member to pay death losses 
amounting to $38,000. The examiner’s re. 
port says that if the entire assessment is col- 
lected the association will still be unable to 
pay all losses adjusted and due. 

Some months ago Sylvan Lehmyer brought 
suit in the Sangamon Circuit Court against 
the New York house of N. J. Schloss & Co., 
of which he was the traveling representative 
in Illinois, to recover $20,000 on a note and 
for money unpaid due for services and com. 
missions. It appeared that Lehmyer had al- 
lowed his compensation to accumulate in the 
hands of the firm with the expectation of buy- 
ing an interest in the business. When the 
firm failed he brought suit here to protect 
himself instead of taking chances with the 
other creditors and today recovered a judg- 
ment for $20,559. The defendants will take 
an appeal.

RIVAL UNDERTAKERS AT A FUNERAL 


Fight Narrowly Averted for Possession of 
George Hawkins’ Remains. 

SHELBYVILLA, Ind., Feb. 20.—([Special. ]— 
George Hawkins, the carpet weaver of this 
city. who had tried on several occasions to 
kili himself, died yesterday in the insane 
hospital at Indianapolis, He had been 
troubled with a religious hallucination, in 
which he imagined he was sanctified and 
made ready for death. He expected wings, 
but failing to obtain them he concluded. to 
shoot himself. His aim was bad and he con- 
tinued to live. A year passed and he renewed 
his determination todie. This time he cut an 
artery of his wrist and was fast bleeding to 
death when a physician appeared and saved 
him. Another year ortwo elapsed, during 
which he continued at his trade. Finally tne 
spell returned and he made up his mind to go 
on a different route. - Locking himself alone 
in his room he built aroastmg fire in the 
cook stove, and when it was red with heat 
George climbed on top of thestove. The 
neighbors found him burned into a crisp, but 
stili alive andin great agony. A physician 
was summoned and his suffering relieved as 
much as possible. He was then removed to 
the asylum for the insane, where he died. zs

FULTON’S GAS ORDINACE PASSED. 


Made a Law Over the Mayor's Veto and 
* Boodle ” Is Charged. | 
Fuuton, Ill., Feb. 20.—[Special.]|—The 
city Council at a special meeting passed the 
gas ordinance over the Mayor’s veto. The 
vote stood, yeas, 5; nays, 0. The ordinance 
is an unusually vicious one, granting to R. 
R, Bemis, his heirs, or assigns, a franchise to 
use the streets, alleys, and all public grounds 
of Fulton for the purpose of distributing gas 
or gases, refrigerating fluids, or transmitting 
merchandise through pneumatic tubes without 
requiring the grantee to put up a bond to 
carry out the work within a specified time. 
No guarantee is required that the streets will 
be put back in as good condition as they were 
found or that the city will not be held re- 
sponsible for accidents occurring by reason 
of the streets being torn up to put in such 
plant or plants. e measure in évery way 
favors the grantee, while the city is left 
practically at his mercy. It is openly charged 
that the measure was passed through the lib- 
eral use of ** boodle,’’ and the people of the 
city severely censure the Council for this last 
action. The indignation at its first passage 
was great, but it is now greatly aggravated.

APPARATUS FOR MEASURING MUSCLE. 


in the Yale Gymnasium, 

New Haven, Conn., Feb. 10.—[Special Cor- 
respondence. }—Dr. Jay W. Seaver, associate 
director of the Yale gymnasium, 
troduced into his list of muscular measure- 
ment apparatus a machine which he thinks 
will entirely revolutionize the method and re- 
sults of muscular ineasurements. “* Hereto- 
fore,’ said Dr. Seaver, ‘ only girth or size 
measurements have been available in our 
muscular tests. Experiments have been made 
from time to time to secure tests which will 
show nerve or strength measurements 
which it is indispensable to obtain 
to prescribe the proper exercise for develop- 
ing the proper muscles. The new machine 
meets the desired requirements and has been 
placed in the Yale gymnasium, being the first 
of its kind ever placedina college gymna- 
sium. 

It is the province of Dr. Seaver to measure 
every Yale student several times during his 
college course, and to keep an accurate record 
of his physical development during that cru- 
no elfort to se- 
cure the most scientific and accurate appara- 
tus available for his werk. 

‘‘Here are some of the things the”*dyna- 
mometer,’ as we call it, will do,’’ said Dr. 
Seaver. “It enables us to add to our 
‘strength’ table the measurements of the 
flexors and extensors of the hands, the prona- 
tors and the abductors of the arms, the re- 
tractors of the shoulders, and the same mus- 
cles of the legs. Especially valuable tests of 
the lateral muscles of the thigh and back and 
the abductors of the thigh have been obtained, 
and we inthe future shall be able to locate 
the weak muscles in students who may come 
under our jurisdiction with almost unerring 
accuracy.. The old method of testing a man's 
muscle by its size or even by its hardness is 
doomed, and strength tests will supersede the 
obsolete girth measurements everywhere 
soon. . Here is a simple instance of a possible 
advantage of the new method. By our dyna- 


-mometer tests we can ascertain the strength 


of the abductors of the leg.”’ 

The dynamometer is the invention of Dr. J. 
H. Kellogg of Battle Creek, Mich., and has 
been used by him and other physicians in the 
West toa slight degree. It acts on the prin- 
ciple of the elasticity of the air in a bermet- 
ically sealed chamber against a chamber of 
mercury. It is hung on two heavy iron rods 
placed ina vertical position with their ends 
fastened securely against the floor, and can 
be moved along the rods to any height, 


‘thus adapting it to taking the strength at any 


height, waist, feet, or neck. The muscles 
tested act directly upon a lever which is con- 
nected with a piston working in a chamber 
filled with oil. This acts upon the mercury, 
which in turn acts upon the air. The mercury 
works up and down a ‘slender glass tube, and 
as this is graduated to represent pounds 
pressure the strength of the muscle can be 
easily read. 

Owing to the introduction of this instru- 
ment to the lists of apparatus used in the 
measurement of Yale students Dr. Seaver 
will issue an entirely new set of anthropo- 
metric charts soon, 


REVOLT OF THE DAUGHTERS. 


A Question Which Is Exercising Placid 


British Matrons toa Degree. 

English society is exercised over the fact 
that the daughters of the nation show a dis- 
position to live their own lives. They are not 
content to copy their mothers. Therefore the 
question of the revolt of the daughters is 
being agitated. Interviews with prominent 
English people bring out a variety of opinions 
on the subject. - 

A good many people have had no experi- 
ence of the revolt of the daughters, among 
them Archdeacon Farrar. But Mrs, Moles- 
worth, the writer of stories for young people; 

rs. Henniker, the novelist; an rs. 
Andrew Lang had opinions. Mrs.-Henniker’s 
views being somewhat antiquated have the in- 
terest that attaches to all old things, She 
says: : e 
‘‘As regards matters relating to the so- 
called ‘emancipation of women’ in general 
my sympathies lie with the old-fashioned 
rather than the modern school, and I disbe- 
lieve in any attempts to place women on the 
same footing with men. . With regard to the 
special questions you ask so much depends 
on Varied circumstances and temperaments 
that it is difficult to arrive at any definite 
conclusions, but, in my opinion, in no single 
case could the same amount of liberty be 
accorded to any girl as to her brother of the 
same age.”’ | 1 

Mrs. Molesworth takes a somewhat differ- 
ent view, fortunately for such ambitious 
young women as come under Mrs. Moles- 
worth’s influence. She says: 

‘*As a ruie I should say that in the quite 
upper classes the balance still hangs too much 
on the side of overrestriction—that there is 
still a tendency to look upon unmarried 
daughters, even when fully arrived at years 
of discretion, as irresponsible ‘ infants.’ ”’ 

Mrs. Andrew Lang has some very sensible 
views. In the first place, she does not believe 
very much that the relations are strained, | 
and, in the second, her remedy is a compara- 
tively simple one, She writes: 

‘From my own experience I can recall 
hardly a single instance in which the relations 
between girls and their mothers are strained, 
because either the mothers efface themselves 
completely and leave the girls mistresses of 
the situation as regards anything they may 
choose to do or else they have been brought 
up in an old-fashioned manner and are pre- 
pared to be guided by their mothers’ judg. 
ment. As to a remedy, I 
that, accepting for the moment the theory of 
‘strained relations,’ girls should be allowed 
to grow up without being made to feel them- 


selves of paramount importance,” 


Mrs. Taibot-Coke would apply some of the 
medicine to the mother. She says: 
‘** Personally, I think that no mother should 


ever forone moment iose sight of the fact 


that she once wasa girl, witha girl’s love of 
fun, of gayety, of admiration; and, on the 
other hand, that no girl should forget that her 
mother’s experience of the ‘ Sturm und Drang’ 
of life must be of more value than her own 
ignorant and immature imaginings. My own 
observation has shown me more the want of 
the latter attitude, more the delusion of girls 
that ‘they know best,’ in various matters, 
than the actual ‘strike’ for more liberty 
which your words suggest. As to question 2, 
the oniy hope is to cuitivatea sense of duty 
on both sides, for too many parents, while 
quoting various texts asto ‘ undutifulhess,’ 
entirely forget one which runs, ‘ Parents, pro- 
voke not your children to anger.’ ”

“New Restrictions Placed Upon Ama- 
teurs, 


Lovisvinx, Ky., Feb. 20.—[Special.]—The 
General Assembly of the L. A. W. convened 
this morning at 10:40 o’clock. The first 
matter of any importance that came up was 
the drawing of the color line. W. W. Watts 
of Kentucky presented the amendment to the 
constitution drawimg the color line by the in- 
sertion of the word “white.’? He stated that 
it was hie desire that no discussion of the mat- 
ter should be entered into, and that a secret 
proxy vote should be taken, The amendment 
was then' referred, to again be taken up in the 
regular order of business. 

After Mr. Watts took his seat the fight be- 
tween Denver and Asbury Park was inau- 
gurated. Messrs. Cossurn and Parsons pre- 
sented the claims of New Jersey and told of 
the advantages of holding the meet at Asbury 
Park. Mr. Parsons spoke at considera ble 
length, setting forth the many unusual! attrac- 
tions to be found at the Atlantia resort. He 
was followed by Mr. Black, who contended 
that 1t would be beneficial to the interests of 
the league to hold the meet in Denver, be- 
cause it would stimulate the wheelmen of the 
West to a more concerted action. The ques- 
) tion was debated for nearly an hour before a 
vote was finally taken. When the count was 
made it showed 93 to 70 in favor of Denver. 
The New Jersey delegates moved to make it 
unaninous. which was done. 

Several amendments to the constitution 
were made before the color-line question was 
reached. The result was in favor of inserting 
the word “* white’ in the constitution, thereby 
drawing the color line. The vote was 127 to 
54 in favor of the amendment. The total 
number of votes cast was 181, a two-thirds 
majority being necessary to catry the amend- 
ment. When the result was announced G, E, 
Johnson of Kentucky thanked the assembly 
in the name of the Kentucky division and the 
South, and promised the league 2,000 new 
members during the coming year and 5,000 a 
year following. 

The following addition to the constitution, 
introduced by ae. Raymond, was also passed : 

An amateur of class “ A”’ may not compete out- 
side of his own State at a distance greater than 
200 miles from his legal residence, except by spe- 
cial permission of the members of the racing 
board in charge of his district. 

Mr. Raymond proposes two separate and 
distinct classes—one to be known as the ama- 
teur, who defrays his own traveling expenses 
and races for prizes not toexceed $50 in 
value, not to be paid in cash; the other to be 
known as the manufacturers’ amateur, who 
could race for any prizes which were not paid 
in cash—no questions would be asked as to 
who paid their expenses. The division of the 
riders te be known as Classes A and B was 
unanimously passed. 

There was a lengthy discussion over an 
amendment to increase the league dues to 
$1.50 per year, 50 cents of which was to be 
applied to a subscription to the Bicycling 
World, the official organ of the L, A. W. 
The matter was discussed at considerable 
length, and when put to a vote was unani- 
mously passed. At 7 o’clock an adjournment 
was taken for one hour. On reassembling 
‘several amendments, making minor changes 
in the constitution, were brought up and dis- 
cussed. The assembly completed its work 
tonight and adjourned.

Judicial Proceedings Which Will 
Probably Occur in Chicago=Mr. Mo- 
loney Shows No Signs of Weakness and 
the Citizens’ Association Takes a Hand 
Mr. Cooper Confident That Victory 
“Wilh Lie with the People. 

- Deep interest has been aroused in the extre 
judicial proceedings which, as described in 
Tue Trreune ‘yesterday, will preface the 
petition for a quo warranto information 
against the Chicago Gas comyany, filed with 
Attorney-General Moloney by Col. John 5S. 
Cooper. The proposition to hear both sides 
before attacking the existence of a corpora- 
tion is said to be a new one in Illinois, al- 
though in certain States the law requires such 
a preliminary hearing. The hearing will 
cover the range of the case alleged by Col. 
Cooper. It will amount substantially toa 
trial with the impartant exception that the 
only judgment that can be rendered will be a 
decision -by the Attorney-General to either 
lay a qvo warranto information or drop it 
as untenable uader the law.

DEFENDS GEN. GRESHAM’S WAR RECORD. 


Made by Gen. Kneffer. 

Cuicaco, Feb, 19.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.|—In your issue of Sunday, the 18th 
inst., I noticed an article from an Indianapo- 
lis correspondent of the 16th inst., In which 
Gen. Fred Kneffer attempts to attack the war 
record of Gen. W. Q. Gresham. I can hardly 
fathoin the ebject of Gen. Kneffer, but I trust 
that one who enjoyed the confidence and com- 
mendation of such heroes as Grant, Sherman, 
and McPherson needs no eulogies from my 
humble pen. I had the honor of serving as 
engineer officer on Gen. Gresham’s staff at 
the time he was wounded—and I say 
he was wounded in front of the ene- 
my’s line just north of Atlanta. Gen. Knef- 
fer says it was miles from Atlanta. I think 
possibly he may be right. It may have _ 
as - 
eatur is only six milesfrom Atlanta. I will 
say further that1 think it was the 20th of 
July instead of the 19th. 

Referring again to the communication from 
Gen. Knetier I can see nothing ‘inconsistent 
in Gen. Sherman's regretting the 21st of July 
that he had lost the services of a valued officer 
the 20th. I know not Gen. Kneffer’s object 
in his statement, but I would m respect- 
fully ask of him, Has he any recollection or 
does the War Department point to any inci- 
dent during the war when Gen. Gresham was 
censured for lack of duty or courage by any 
of his superior officers? Gen. Gresham re- 
lieved Gen. Crocker in command of the 
Fourth Division of Seventeenth Army Corps, 
near Huntsville, Ala., while on the march 
to join Sherman, and from the time we 
struck the enemy in force at Kenesaw 
Mountain, Ga., until after Gen. Gresham was 
disubled, some portion of our line was almost 
constantly under fire, although no general 
battle was fought. I never before heard it in- 
timated that it was incumbent. on any divi- 
sion commander to force a fight ‘when there 
Was one army and at. least six corps com- 
manders to direct the time and place for such 
a move. gts 

Another insinuation is hardly worthy of at- 
tenwon. I refer to Gen. Gresham’s. “ flesh 
wound.” The term “slight scratch” would 
be equally applicable, and, while I neither 
know nor care where Gen. Kneffer obtained 
his information.
